In  a  recent  assembly  Dr.  Herlihy  brought  out 
the  fact  that  76%  of  the  graduates  of  this  college 
for  the  five-year  period  from  1933  to  1937  and  for 
the  year  1938  now  have  full  time  teaching  pos- 
itions. Were  you  aware  of  this  fact  previous  to 
that  assembly?  As  far  as  can  be  determined  only 
a  few  students  had  an  idea  on  the  subject  that 
came  even  close  to  the  truth.  If  the  students,  who 
should  be  interested  in  the  per  cent  of  placement, 
did  not  know  about  the  record  until  it  was  called 
to  their  attention,  how  many  people  outside  of  the 
college  know  about  it?  What  do  people  of  this 
city  and  throughout  the  state  know  about  our  col- 
lege? Surely  not  all  that  we  would  like  to  have 
them  know.  Surely  not  all  that  they  as  parents 
and  taxpayers  should  know. 

How  can  we  as  individual  students  help  to  bring 
our  college  before  the  public?

3.  Does  the  Council  approve  of 
the  suggested  cover  design;  and, 
if  not,  what  changes  would  we 
suggest? 

As  to  the  first  2  questions,  the 
Council  voted  to  standardize  the 
cover  design  and  to  pay  for  the 
die  neccessary.  The  Seniors  may 
use  the  money  they  had  set  aside 
for  a  die,  for  the  betterment  of 
their  book. 

The  Sax  Board,  plus  a  com- 
mittee from  the  Council,  and 
representatives  chosen  by  each 
respective  class  at  next  Monday's 
class  meetings,  will  meet  to  dis- 
cuss the  cover  design. 

At  the  end  of  the  meeting,  a 
motion  was  made  for  the  Finance 
Committee  to  consider  the  Gav- 
Hawk  request  for  an  additional 
$100  for  their  annual  presenta- 
tion. 

Supporting  this  side  of  the  ques- 
tion were  Turo  Hallfors,  John 
McCaffrey  and  Thomas  Moran. 
The  outcome  will  be  decided  by 
the  vote  of  two  competent  great- 
er Boston  lawyers  and  the  vote 
of  the  radio  audience  at  large. 
The  winning  team  will  be  an- 
nounced on  Febru°ry  6,  over 
Station  WESX  at  3:30.
